The statistics of Londen prove how valuable open spaces are 
ps health factors in large cities. 

In the Hast London District the death rate follows very 
closely the exient of park area. It is highest, over 29 per 1006, 
in parishes that have less than an acre of open spaces, and 
lowest, 22 per 1000, in the perish of Bethnal Green, which now 
has nearly 100 acres of park area. In other parts of London 
the same ratio is found between open spaces and health. 

The people of London are awake to the meaning of these 
Statistics and continued efforts are made to enlarge the park 
areas and the number of public playgrounds and open spaces. 

St. Louis appears at present to be resting on her oars in this 
very important matter, if not going backward. There are 
Still some open spaces east of Grand avenue that the city could 
keep from being built up, and further downtown some of the 
poorest and most crowded blocks should be obtained under 
condemnation proceedings, as soon as means can be found for 
#0 doing, and converted into small public parks. 

The health of a city is one of the first considerations and open 
#paces offer about the cheapest and pleasantest means of con- 
ferving the public health.

GEORGE RICE’S STORY. 


George Rice, the man whose business was ruined by the 
Standard Oil people, told his story in yesterday’s Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. 

Rice was r@ined by freight discrimination. Thus, when he 
shipped crude oil from Macksburg to Marietta, he was charged 
35 cents a varrei, while the Standard paid only 10 cents. Worse 
than that, the Standard people compelled the railroad com- 
pany to pay them the difference, 25 cents. on every barre) of 
Rice’s oil carried. This is an example of the sort of warfare 
waged by the trust. 

Mr. Rice called attention to the fact that Standard O!] man- 
agers are directars of one-fifth of the railroad mileage in the 
country. This t¢ the reason why the roads in the oil regions 
pay no dividends. The Standard Oil directors control the lines 
in the interest of the oil business. The stockholders of tie 
roads are involved in the common ruin. 

Mr. Rice says, further, that the trust offered him one-twen- 
tieth of the value of his plant. They acqompanied the offer 
with threats of destruction. As it meant ruin anyhow, Rice 
made the fight.

12,000 WHEELMEN. 


‘Mayor Harrison Will Ride at he Head 


of the Parade. 
CHICAGO. Oct. 17.—Mayor Harrison will 


' lead 12,000 wheelmen through the streets of 


Chicago to-night. Every man in line will 
ride on a decorated wheel. It is to be the 
greatest bicycle parade within the memory 
of Chicago. Cyclists appreciate the honor 
which has fallen to them. They are to 
dedicate the peace arches The path is 
through a blaze of electric effects. Over- 
head will be-festoons of brillancy arched 
across the streets. From every building will 
flash a flood of light, Surmounting the 
arches through wh.ch they will pass the 
features of war heroes will beam through 
the radiance of red, white and blue globes 

On every wheel japanese lanterns will 
swing as signal lights of the passing show. 

Many famous riders will be inline. There 
will be all kinds of wheels, including b.cy- 
cles built for two, sextettes and motor- 
cycles. There will be a few carnival] floats. 
Some of them will resemble scenes taken 
from Fairyland. One motorcycle will be oe- 
cupied by a band. Another will be in the 
form of a swan with a seating capacity of 
fifteen

tan parade. People of all nations ang from 
every walk of life will participate. The 
policeman and the fireman wil! ride with 
the letter carrier and the soldier.

The inventor of the ingenious contri- 
vance is E. O. Sehaaf of No. 217 Bouth 
Orange avenue, a recognized authority on 
diseases of the stomach. He is the inventor 


| of several devices for probing the mysteries 


; 


of the inner man, but to none of the others 


_ does he attach so great importance as to 
' this, his latest invention. 


: 


The stomach camera is the smallest pho- 
tographing machine ever made. The film 
used is only three-elghths of an inch in 
diameter, and the diameter of the appar- 
atus at Its widest polnt la not over hat an 
inch. 

The construction of the camera is very 
simple. There is a water-tight polished a4ll- 
ver cylinder with ground lens of high power 
at the outer end. The cylinder ts made in 
two sections, one siiding upon the other, 
to allow focusing at different d stances. 
The film is secured in the back of the cy- 
linder. 

Naturally, the problem of Introducing suf- 
ficient light into the body for taking a pho- 
410gzTaph was a difficult one. Dr. Schaaf 
filuminates the stomach by an electric flash- 
light. A tiny incandescent electric lamp 
furnishes the light. This lamp is located 
about four inches back of the camera, the 
two ends of its glass bulb being jncased in 
ailver. 

The wire leading from the portable etor- 
age battery to this electric lamp is within 
a soft rubber tube a littie less than a half 
inch in diameter. The lamp and camera are 
connected by a similar tube. 

perhaps the most ingenious part of the 
device is the gelatine capsule cap with 
which the lens .@ covered for protection 
during the swallowing process. fefore be- 
ing swallowed all of the parts of the cam- 
era are coated with glycerine to make it 
siip down easily. 


While perfecting the camera Dr. Schaaf 
experimented extensively on dogs’ stomachs 


‘last year after numerous attempts I 
successfully photographed the interior of 
the stomach in a living person, obtaining a 
icture of the hylaric mucuous membrane. 
Since then improvements have been made 
in the camera lessening the difficulty of ma- 
nipuiation., 

‘One of the early difficulties was to prop- 
‘erly focus the membrane, and the fault I 
helieved ley with the movements of the 
stomach during respiration, but this difa- 
culty was overcome by the use of improved 
films, a lens of high power, and etronger 
light, so that a patient need not suspend 
respiration as before during exposure of the 
fllm to a flash of electric light in the stom- 
ach. There is no pain connected with the 
procedure, the sensation being no different 
from that familiar to patients who wash 
out their stomach with a soft rubber tube. 

“Tt is eneler to photograph the hvlaric 
portion than th@ cordiac portion of the 
stomach, and thi ts fortunate, because the 
former is a more frequent seat of disease. 
LIMITED USE OF THE MICROSCOPE. 

‘"The m'‘croscopic as well as chemical ex- 
amination of the mucous membrane and 
secretions of the stomach, 80 much relied 
upon during the past few years in mak- 
ing a.differential diagnosis between be- 
nign and malignant affections of this or- 
gan, is not always reliable, although it will 
sometimes yield valuab:ie tnformation. 

“The camera is of very simple construc- 
tion, consisting of a silver water-tight 
eviinder, with a lens at one epd and a 
film at the other, which will accommodate 
teelf to different focal ‘distances. 

“In order to photograph the stomach the 
patient must fast from four to six hours: 
the mucous and tIndigestible food are then 
washed out, so that nothing but mem- 
brane w'll be in focus when the camera 1s 
introduced, About a pint of water is left 
in the stomach; this dissolves the gelatine 
capsule that surrounds the lens and facili- 
tates focusing by keeping the stomach 
Wails apart. 
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PRINCIPALS IN THE TRAGEDY.
